Philadelphia, June 4.—The strike of 
tho motormen and conductors of the 
Philadelphia' Rapid Transit company, 
which began on last Saturday morn­ 
ing, is now in the process of settle­ 
ment and those having the matter in J 
charge confidently assert that it will 
be brought to a close within twenty-, 
four hours. 
Rioting, which started Wednesday 
Dight, was renewed in various sec­ 
tions of the city. 
Most of .the dis­ 
turbances occurred at the noon bour, 
when workers threw bricks and other 
missiles at passing motormen and con­ 
ductors. 
For the first time since the 
strike began a number of the em­ 
ployes on the elevated road deserted 
their posts and joined the strikers. 
This line, however, continued in opera­ 
tion all day. Cars on the other lines 
of the company ran at irregular in­ 
tervals until nightfall, when no fur­ 
ther attempt was made to continue 
the service. 
Influential 
political’ leaders 
bent 
their energies toward bringing about 
peace. 
Senator McNichol, the recog­ 
nized Republican leader, and Senator 
Vare, who controls the downtown sec­ 
tion, announced that they sympathized 
wilh the men apd were trying to bring 
the strike to an end. After a confer­ 
ence with a number of the strike 
leaders at his home, Senator McNich- the latter crimea.

Evidence In Case of Physician 
Killed in Chicago. 


HAD NO MOTIVE FOR SUICIDE 


Declares All of Them Hava 
Criminal Records. 


Omaha, June 4.—W. D. Woods, Fred 
Torgensen and James Gordon, the 
three federal prisoners bound over for 
the Overland Limited robbery, were 
positively identified by Detective Alex­ 
ander MacDonald of the Spokane po­ 
lice department, who bas arrived in 
Omaha. 
MacDonald declares the man 
calling himself Woods is Dan Dow­ 
ner, notorious in the Northwest as a 
desperate criminal who has served 
time for horse stealing and been 
charged with safe-blowing and train 
robbery, although never convicted of

New Demands of Men. 
Twenty-two cents an hour. Instead 
of 25 cents, originally asked by the 
men, is said to be the new demand. 
In addition, the men ask the privilege 
of buying their uniforms in the open 
m arket; a day’s work to consist of not 
more than ten hours; the abolition of 
the “swing” system; the reinstate­ 
ment of all the old men, and the set­ 
tlem ent of all future difficulties by 
conferring with a committee repre­ 
senting the men. 
These demands, when submitted to 
the transit company, according to Sen­ 
ator McNichol, were assented to with 
some slight modifications. The modi­ 
fied agreement was returned to the 
men, who are considering it and wdll 
make their final answer soon. 
The move made by the local politi­ 
cal leaders to have the differences be­ 
tween the company and its employes 
submitted to arbitration quieted the 
strike 
sympathizers.

of 
nearly 2,000 persons at the main barn 
of the transit company at Eighth and 
Dauphin streets, gathered there for 
the purpose as they declared of de­ 
stroying it, after receiving assurances 
of a speedy settlement, was dispersed 
easily.

Chicago, June 4.—Evidence support 
lug the theory that Dr. 
John T. 
Binkley, Sr., of Evansville, Ind., met 
his death at the Wellington hotel here 
at the hands of a robber was adduced 
at the coroner’s inquest. 
The evi­ 
dence presented did not disprove the 
hypothesis of suicide, but materially 
weakened it. 
The testimony adduced that Dr. 
Binkley was eighty-two years old, a 
lover of his family and of the church 
to whose creed he subscribed—the 
Presbyterian. 
Save for a left hand 
crippled by rheumatism, his health 
was good, his spirits were high at 
the prospect of a family reunion, and 
suicide seemed tho furthest thought 
from his mind. 
With other members 
of his family he came to Chicago and 
remained in his room while the others 
went on a shopping tour. 
When his 
daughter, Mrs. George Upchurch, re­ 
turned about 5 p. rn. with her daugh­ 
ter Elinor, ’they found the shades 
drawn 
and the old 
physician ap­ 
parently asleep in an easy chair. The 
flood of light let in by raising the cur 
tains disclosed his blood-stained face. 
He sat with his right hand nearest to 
the bed, which was a foot awray. The 
pistol lay on the bed, with one cham­ 
ber empty. The bullet had entered 
his left cheek and 
J 
Lodged in His Brain, 
inflicting a wound from which it is 
said death must have been instantan­ 
eous. 
His coat and vest were found 
open and the wallet which he had car 
Tied in an inside vest pocket was 
missing, as was his watch. 
A small 
sum—$2.41—was found on the dresser 
Iii the room. 
His valise, in which ho 
carried a few medicines and toilet 
articles and which had been on his 
knees when his daughter left him to 
go shopping, was found In a public 
toilet room twenty yards from the 
room, the existence of which tho dece­ 
dent is said to have been in ignorance, 
his own room being provided with 
similar facilities. The door of the 
room was not locked. 
Dr. John T. 
Binkley, Jr., a son of the Evansville 
doctor and founder cf the Chicago 
hospital, testified that death had taken 
place half an hour or folly minutes 
before the return of Mrs. Upchurch 
and her daughter. 
The coroner’s jury physician, Dr. 
Joseph Springer, testified that, con­ 
trary to current reports, he had found 
no powder marks surrounding the 
wound. 
“From the crippled condition of his 
left hand I should say that he had not 
fired from that hand, and the position 
of the wound would indicate that the 
right hand was not used,” said Dr. 
Springer. 
Telegrams from Evansville height- 
ended the mystery. 
On top of state­ 
ments by members of the Binkley 
family declaring that the doctor never 
carried a weapon, word was received 
that the only revolver owned by the 
latter had been found in its usual 
place in the Binkley home in that city. 
Another dispatch stated that the Rev. 
H. S. Morrison, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church of Evansville, of 
which the elder Binkley was a mem­ 
ber, had received a letter of cheerful 
tone from Dr. Binkley, apparently 
mailed in Chicago only half an hour 
before his death. The letter asked 
for a photograph of an automobile, 
the purchase of which Dr. Binkley was 
contemplating. 


Millionaire Badly Injured. 
New York, June 4.—William W. 
McAlpin, the tobacco millionaire, was 
seriously injured by falling from a 
moving Madison avenue car, which he 
had attempted to board at Thirty- 
fourth street. Mr. McAlpin was re­ 
moved to Bellevue hospital suffering 
from contusions of the head and body 
and possibly a fracture of the skull.

Raymond Burns, son of W. J. Burns, 
special agent of the district attorney’s 
office, was summoned to explain items 
of expense that were first paid by 
Rudolph Spreckels, financial backer 
of the graft prosecution, and later as­ 
sessed to the city. 
Burns said the 
agents of the prosecution had been 
unable to draw their salaries because 
of an injunction procured by a client 
represented by W. P. Metzon, who has 
appeared for the United Railroads in 
other legal controversies. 
George B. Willcutt, secretary of the 
United Railroads, was recalled to pro­ 
duce sections of the corporation’s by­ 
laws authorizing the expenditure of 
money by the president and general 
counsel. Alex King of Georgia, one 
of the attorneys for Calhoun, objected 
that the m atter offered had nothing 
to do with the trial. 
Mr. King as­ 
sumed that the offer was made in or­ 
der to show whether Calhoun had au­ 
thority to pay $200,000 for a franchise 
as alleged by the prosecution. 
“We want to show nothing of the 
kind,” said Mr. Heney. “Instead, we 
desire to ascertain by what authority 
money was paid to Luther G. Brown 
and we want to show that Patrick Cal­ 
houn paid to Brown money that was 
subsequently used to bribe public offi­ 
cials of this city.” 
Judge Lawlor directed that the by­ 
laws showing the duties of the presi­ 
dent and general counsel be read.

TIMBER 
FIRES IN 
CANADA 


Thousands of Dollars Damage Done 
and Flam es Stilt Spreading. 
Winnipeg. Man., June 4.—Terrible 
timber fires are reported from several 
parts of W estern Canada and hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars damage 
has been done. Along the Prince Albert 
branch of the 
Canadian Northern 
railway, in the Saskatchewan river 
district, 
fires 
extend 
hundreds 
of 
miles and it is feared lives may be 
lost back in the farming settlements. 
The Ruby Lake Lumber company’s 
plant has been wiped out. A four- 
span bridge was destroyed east of Er-

windows being so hot they could not 
touch them. 
A twenty-mile gale is 
fanning the flames and as it has been 
a dry spring, the timber burns like 
matchwood. 
Forest fires prevail in the Gunflint 
section of the Duluth extension, a 
railway running out of Port Arthur 
towards Duluth. Bridges have been 
burned, but hundreds of men fight­ 
ing the flames prevented them reach­ 
ing the settlements.

FOR A JEWISH MESOPOTAMIA. 


Jaoob H. Schiff Said to Bo Interested 
In Latest Colony Plan. 
Dispatches were recently received In 
New York from London of a movement 
among the Jew s of Europe to am alga­ 
mate all the societies concerned with 
the Improvement of the condition of 
the H ebrew race In a scheme for the 
colonization of Mesopotamia. 
Israel 
Zangwlll, the head of the Jew ish ter­ 
ritorial organization, Is endeavoring to 
Induce the Jew ish Colonization associ­ 
ation to join forces with his society to 
bring this result about. 
Jacob II. Schiff, who Is now In Eu­ 
rope, is said also to be Interesting him­ 
self In the m atter and to be doing his 
best to effect the alliance between the 
organizations, which will be necessary 
lf the plan is to be a success. 
He Is 
said to be interview ing the leaders of 
the Jew s in Europe in the interests of 
this movement. 
The Rev. Dr. Schulman in discuss­ 
ing the plan said that he understood 
that one difficulty which would have 
to be overcome was the necessity of 
providing an extensive irrigation sys­ 
tem, which would cost a large sum. 
“There can be no doubt,” he said, “of 
the advantage of diverting, some of the 
crowded Jew ish population of Europe, 
and there is certainly enough territory 
for them in Mesopotamia. 
While the 
country would not appeal to the Jew 
as would Palestine, it has traditions 
of value to the race. The Babylonian 
captivity began in 53G. and the Jew s 
enjoyed there for a time an honorable 
career. 
They were independent and 
had a prince of their own. 
“They set up great schools of learn­ 
ing. and the Talmudic tradition grew 
up in these parts 
They began to de­ 
cline in the eighth century, and I do 
not know lf there are any Jew s left 
there now, but certainly there would 
be more to attract them to M esopota­ 
mia now than to British E ast Africa, 
which w as proposed as the site of a 
Jewish colony a few years ago. 
Of 
course there Tvould be the T urkish gov­ 
ernm ent to deal with, but we hope 
that with the regime of the Young 
Turks much greater toleration would 
be shew n.”

SUSPECTS ARE UNDER ARREST 


Indian Giving Name of John Ken, 


Under Arrest Thought to 


be Murderer 


HAS LET CONTRACT 


Coroner Gibson and Sheriff Reid re­ 
turned last night 
from 
Deerwood, 
where they went to hold an inquest 
over the body of an Indian found near 
that place Thursday evening. 
Sheriff 
Reid had in custody the Indian arrest­ 
ed at Deerwood and he will be held to 
answer for the crime without doubt. 
He gave the name of John Kegg. 
The story as brought out at the in­ 
quest differed from the story as told 
Here by parties from Deerwood yester­ 
day. As brought out by the evidence, 
the Indian, Kegg, did not give himself 
up as reported, but was arrested near 
the scene of the crime by C. E. Ben­ 
son, justice of the peace, and Dr. Sew- 
all. John Kegg, who is in jail here, 
was first seen at the Deerwood hotel 
about 6 o’clock in the morning by C. 
J. Rathvon, the proprietor. 
He was 
then in the wash room washing the 
Mood from his face and hands. 
Rath­ 
von asked him if he had a fight and he 
said he did and that he licked the other 
fellow. He had no shirt, necktie or 
hat. Mr. Rathvon, who has a small 
stock of goods, sold him a shirt and 
necktie. He had breakfast at the ho­ 
tel and then went to H. J. Hage’s 
store where he purchased a hat. Soon 
afterwards he left town. 
When the word of the finding of the 
body was received in Deerwood C. E. 
Benson, justice of the peace started Dr. 
Sewall out on a bicycle to see if the 
man was dead. 
He, himself followed 
also on a bicycle in a few minutes. 
Dr. 
Sewall overtook the Indian Kegg (if that 
is his name) on the way out to where 
the body lay. Kegg’s hat and necktie 
were found near the body, but his 
shirt has not been found yet. 
Kegg, 
who claims not to speak English to 
amount to anything, showed them the 
club with which the victim, said to be 
Sam Pete by name, was killed, but said 
that another Indian killed him and ran 
toward Mille Lacs. Sheriff Reid talks 
Chippewa a little and was able to glean 
some of the fellows story. The coro­ 
ners jury held him pending further in­ 
vestigation by the proper authorities 
The two Indians placed in jail here 
yesterday are not thought to have been 
participants of the killing, but may 
have some knowledge of the facts. 
There were evidences of three fights 
along the road before the fatal row, 
and whether or not there was a third 
man mixed up in it is impossible to tell. 
An Indian with his face badly 
was picked up on the street 
Stine the same morning and locked in 
the city jail pending investigation. He 
claims, however, to have come from 
Aitkin last night. 
A number of In­ 
dians have come down from 
Ait­ 
kin the past few days, having come 
off a drive there, and most of them are 
well dressed, many of them having 
purchased new outfits of clothes there. 
They also somewhere have 
secured 
large quantities of booze and were 
nearly all more or less jagged when 
they reached Brainerd. 
It was later learned that the Indian 
arrested this morning got his face hurt 
by a fall at the depot last night, after 
arriving from Aitkin, as he stated and 
he was released. 


Leon Bourszak Returned From New 


Town Yesterday and Statee That 
Wark will Begin There Soon 
L. Bourszak, the founder of the new 
town bearing his name, which he has 
platted between Nisswa and Hubert on 
the Minnesota & International railway 
about 13 miles north of Brainerd, re­ 
turned from there yesterday,, having 
been up with the civil engineer of the 
railway staking out a siding for the 
new town. While there Mr. Bourszak 
contracted for lumber, mason J work, 
etc., for a general store, to be erected 
at the new town at once. 
He will also 
erect a residence for himself at once. 
He states that plans are being drawn 
for a factory 36 by 70 feet, for the 
manufacture of *silk garments, which 
he states will be erected as soon as pos­ 
sible. 
Mr. Bourszak prophesies a pro­ 
gressive and flourishing manufacturing

Who has seen a dynagraph? 
No; it is not some strange nocturnal 
marauder felled by Mr. Roosevelt in 
the East African w ilds. It is something 
considerably more unusual. 
A dyna­ 
graph is a railroad car that eats, 
drinks, writes—and almost thinks. 
Probably every reader of these words 
has benefited from the work of tho 
dynagraph, and it is safe to assume 
that lie never knew of the fact until 
now. Much of the ease, comfort and 
safety of the railroad passengers of a 
large portion of the United States for 
over a score of years have been due to 
this railroad car, which Is equipped 
with most ingenious mechanism. Yet 
it is almost impossible to find a single 
member of the general public not con­ 
nected officially with some big railroad 
company who bas ever heard of, much 
less seen, the dynagraph. 
I say the 
dynagraph because thoro is only one 
in Hie entire country, tile only one, in 
fact, in tile whole world. 
Tile dynagraph is the Invention of 
Dr. P. II. Dudley, an Ohioan of well 
known mechanical engineering abili­ 
ties. It is a large, heavy, Intricate, del­ 
icate mechanism which performs the 
highly valuable service of detecting 
and registering defects, Irregularities 
and weaknesses in the tracking and 
roadbed of railroads, and, being faster 
and more accurate than trackwalkers, 
it thus enables road officials to pro­ 
ceed expeditiously 
with tile proper I 
remedy for such defects. Tile saving 
of money and life and time to the rail­ 
roads is enormous, as also are the 
services rendered to tile traveling pub­ 
lic, 
In its especially adapted car, de­ 
signed and built by Dr. Dudley hi ip- 
self, tile dynagraph car goes on its 
journey day after day over the glisten 
ing rails of numerous states, charting 
the slight as well as the dangerous 
shortcomings in rails and roadbeds, 
whether they arise from flaws in tile 
metal or length of exposure or wear 
or from attacks by nature’s forces or 
from accident or carelessness of em­ 
ployees. 
All these are shown and 
plainly differentiated in ink on a roll 
of white paper, and when Dr. Dudley’s j 
expert eye reads the telltale record he 
can report to the company's office^- 
down to a m atter of inches where tile 
tracks need repairing and the detailed 
nature of the repairs required. 
He 
does not necessarily have to look at a 
single inch of hundreds of miles < 
tracks in order to do til is. 
All he lias 


of the ordinary passenger car. how­ 
ever, the jolts shake up the travelers, 
rattle the windows, etc., but when the 
dynagraph car Is shaken from such 
cause or allied causes a record Is si­ 
multaneously made on the chart. Each 
one of the fifteen glass vials is partic­ 
ularly affected by some kind of de­ 
fect or another. 
It registers in ink a 
mark that indicates on the chart Just 
what kind of defect has been discov­ 
ered, and, as stated previously, the lo­ 
cality of the flaw or depression or Im­ 
proper elevation can be ascertained 
within a matter of inches, no matter 
how long the distance that is covered 
by the car In Its flight nor how rapidly 
It may be traveling. 
Among the weaknesses or defects, 
etc., recorded by the dynagraph are 
flaws In the tops or upper flat surface 
of rails, irregularities in the sides of 
rails, defective joints, bends In rails 
which broaden or narrow the gauge, 
loose rails, too much elevation or de­ 
pression of rails on curves, etc. 
The record on the chart is made up 
of continuous Hues of ink, and, assum­ 
ing, for instance, that tve are anxious 
to locate irregularities in the surfaces 
of Hie rails, just how would we ascer­ 
tain them? 
We would follow the 
course of the particular ink line W’hlch 
Dr. Dudley would tell us indicated 
the condition of the surfaces, and if 
the rails were flawless in this respect 
the line would be perfectly straight, as 
recorded on the roll of paper, unwind­ 
ing from one roller and winding up on 
another. 
But when improper depres­ 
sions, etc., exist the line of ink is no 
longer straight. 
The tiny vial from 
which the fluid flows swerves to right 
or to left, and the broken line is quick­ 
ly interpreted by Dr. Dudley to mean 
that a certain kind of medicine must 
be administered to the sick rails by 
the section gang. Therefore the more 
irregular tile line registered on the 
chart the more defective is tile track­ 
ing. 
At the finish of a test run Dr. Dud­ 
ley calls into use a special system of 
computation and ascertains the “sum 
of irregularity” which indicates the 
general condition of the road over 
which lie has traveled. 
Tile recording 
apparatus is operated by electricity 
from batteries carried in the car, and 
the sensitive machine Is watched con­ 
stantly while in operation. 
Another extraordinary 
accomplish­ 
ment of the dynagranh is the ejection 
of paint by means of unique mechan­ 
ism beneath the car, so that it smears 
a rail where a defect of a certain na­ 
ture exists. 
The paint is blue, and 
when the fault in the rail starts tho 
mechanism working a daub of tile 
fluid is “set” on the steel track in a 
manner and position according to the 
nature of tile flaw. 
The blue paint is 
a signal to the track repairer timt 
something is wrong and just what and 
where tile imperfection is. 
Every Inch of ink linos on the chart 
represents fifty feet of railroad track. 
The dynagraph is an indication of 
the expense undergone and the care 
exercised by railroad companies in the 
perfecting of their roadbeds and track­ 
age and iii minimizing the chances of 
accident. 
When a catastrophe occurs 
excitable individuals or yellow jour­ 
nals usually dilate hysterically on the 
carelessness of the railroad officials.

made by Senator Aldrich relative to 
the wage statem ent supplied by the 
German government at the request of 
the American secretary of state. 
Mr. 
Aldrich had characterised as “im­ 
pertinent” the effort which he claimed 
had been made in that statement to 
influence American tariff legislation 
and Mr. Stone undertook to show that 
the epithet had been applied to the 
German government. 
Mr. Aldrich re­ 
sented this implication, but he re­ 
peatedly said that the, German manu­ 
facturers had undertaken to influence 
the course of the tariff bill and he 
charged that in so doing they had 
been guilty of impertinence. 
During the course of his remarks 
Mr Aldrich intimated that Mr. Stone 
was acting as a representative of 
Germany, and this rem ark aroused the 
anger of the Missourian. 
Declaring 
his right to speak his mind, as an 
American senator, he said that the 
use of the expression was “a gross im­ 
pertinence.” 
The colloquy consumed 
almost three hours of time.

ly Mr. Aldrich handed a high compli­
